9, Besides these, there are a num- 
ber of technical amendments which 
are needed to make the law effective. 
And in some instances the law is dif- 
feult to operate; for instance, where 
it demands of a druggist that he make 
personal affidavit before a vendor. 

If it meets with the approval of 
your government, our organization 
will be very pleased to draft the 
amendments herein sugested, or con- 
fer with the officers of the government 
in drafting the same, 

We desire also to point out that Sir 
T:obert Borden in his reply to 2 depu- 
tation which met him at Ottawa on 
January 11th last, stated that “as yer 
no province has gone the limit of it« 
rowers in dealing with the  liqour 
traffic." The Honorable Arthur Meig- 
ben, Solicitor General for Canada, also 
sajd ‘the province already had power 
legally speaking to pass laws entire!y 
rrohibiting the importaiion. and usa 
of liquor within its boundaries.” We 
would suggest that steps be taken by 
the Government of Alberta to satisfy 
themselves as to the correctness of 
the contentions made by the Ottawn 
ministers and would humbly request 
that they communicate on this matter 
their findings to our organization. 

In bringing the above matter to your 
attention we beg to assure you of the 
eurnest desire of the Alberta Temper- 
ance and Moral Reform J)veague to 
cpeze®e in any effort which aim 
making the Liquor Act more effectiy», 
ond hereby pledges itself as it has 
faithfully done during the last soven 
months to give the efforts of the gov- 
ernment every assistance in effectively 
edmuinistering the said law.

the question of amendments to the 
Liquor Act, hereby desires to lay be- 
fore you their views of the operation 
or the Act in this province, and re- 
quests certain amendments. 

After seven months of trial the Li- 
quor Act has proved to be, in the 
opinion of nearly the whole of the 
province, a decided improvement up- 
on the old license system. But the 
complete success of the Act has been, 
to a consderable degree, thwarted by 
evasion and subterfuge on the part 
of the liquor interests, and the orig- 
inal intention of the Act has been set 
insde by the decisions of some of our 
courts. 

At the present moment the league 
does not desire to depart from or 
vary the intent of the Liquor Act as, 
frarned and voted for by the electors | 
of this province on July 21, 1916. It 
is quite clear that the full purpose 
and intent of that vote Is not. at the 
present moment ,being realized. It is 
we think only fair on our part and 
on the part of the government to 
make the Act do what the people of 
this province intended that it should 
aecomplish.. It is. with this idea in 
view that we request of the govern- 
ment .the following changes in the 
said Act: ¥ . 

1. It was fully expected that Sec- 
tion 55 of the Act would restrict the 
purchase and possession of liquor on 
any private premise to the amount of 
one quart of spirits and two gallons 
of malted liquor. This was the clear 
vnderstanding on the part of those 
who voted for the Act. It was also 
the interpretation put upon the Act 
by the government officers as stated 
in the newspaper advertisements 
throughout the province. But since 
the decision of the police magistrate 
in the city of Calgary, there has been 
no limit to the amount of liquor 
which individuals have purchased and 
which common carriers have convey- 
ed, We, therefore, request your gov- 
ernment to so amend‘Clause 55 as to 
make the posseasion of a larger quan- 
tity of liquor an offence against the 
Act. This would then, by the Doh- 
erty Act, make it an offence for the 
“carriers” to carry more. 

2. By evasion of the law and of the 
decision of the courts, commission 
houses, agencies, and agents are still 
taking orders for liquor within the 
boundaries of the Province, It is quite 
clear from various sections of the Act 
that it intended to prohibit these, We 
suggest that the Act be amended as 
to render this intention clear. 

3, Because the Province had not the 
power to stop the importation of 
liquor, warehouses were permitted 
which would keep the liguor in store 
for export purposes only, These ware- 
houses have become so numerous and 
such violators of the law, that they 
should be placed under supervision of 
the Government, and no one be per- 
mitted to establish or maintain one 
without a permit and the liquor stor-

What To Do With Discarded 
Vehicle is Question Officials 
Are Facing 


That the city ambulance should be 
converted into a jitney is the recom- 
mendation that has been made to the 
commissioners, A decision was made 
by council that the ambulance should 
be dispensed with, and some offers to 
purchase were received, but were not 
considered satisfactory, and it was 
arranged to call for others. 

Now City Comptroller Mouat comes 
along with the suggestion that the 
ambulance should be reconstructed 


into a jitney, and that it might be 
vsed to ply along Athabasca avenue, 
and thus cut out the unprofitable 


stub line now being operated. 

Another suggestion is that the am- 
bulanece, if converted into a jitney, 
might be used for the traffic to the 
Edmonton stockyards, where accom- 
modation of this kind is much needed. 
Those interested in the stockyards 
Want the city to extend the street 
railway out to the yards, but there 
is very small chance of this being 
done, either now or in the near fu- 
ture. At the same time there is no- 
thing to prevent the city from going 
into the jitney business, providing 
that it is sufficiently profitable.

PRIESTS SPEAK ON 
NATIONAL SERVICE 


Rev, Frs. Drummond and Reynolds 
WII be Heard at Pantages 
Theatro 


Rev. Frs. Drummond and Reynolds, 
who are announced to speak on the 
subject of National Service at the 
patriotic concert to be given in the 
Pantages theatre next Sunday night, 
are speakers of reputation and ability, 
and their remarks are sure to be lis- 
tened to with close attention. National 
Service has no stronger champions in 
Western Canada than the priests of 
the Roman Catholic church, and it is 
held to be very appropriate at the 
present time. that two such dis- 
tinguished representatives of that 
great religious organization should 
have an opportunity of standing side 
by side with the ministers of other de- 
nominations and speaking on this 
question, 

Father Lewis Drummond is like- 
wise a man of letters, and the author 
of “The Church and the Colony,” an 
historical sketch of the Catholic 
church in Canada during the French 
regime. Earlier in life he edited the 
“North-West Review,” whilst being 
connected at different periods with the 
editorial staff of leading American 
journals, Father Drummond was born 
in Montreal in 1848, his father being 
an frishman from County Derry, 
while his mother was of French-Can- 
adian extraction, being a descendant 
of Comte de St. Oours, the first noble- 
man to settle in Canada—in the year 
1665. At one time rector of St. Mary's 
college, Montreal, he became con- 
nected with St. Boniface, Manitoba, 
where he was for twenty years, serv- 
ing a period on the governing board 
of Manitoba college. At the present 
time the reverend father holds the dis- 
tinction of being professor of theology 
at Edmonton Jesuit college, so that 
his address on Sunday on National 
Service from a Roman Catholic point 
is certain to be of interest to all who 
hear it, 

Originally from New York, the Rev, 
Father Reynolds, O.M.1., although only 
a newcomer to the city has established 
un enviable record as an orator, speak- 
ing straight from the shoulder and 
with the courage of his convictions 
behind him. Being connected with 
mission work for some fifteen years 
the reverend gentleman as seen a 
great deal of life in all its phases, He 
was for some time connected with 
church work in Hamilton, Ont., and 
other parts of Wastern Canada, whilst 
he founded a chureh in Lowell, Mani- 
toba. As a worthy successor of Fa- 
ther Daniell the church has an able 
exponent of the English language, and 
Kdmontonians will have a favorable 
opportunity of hearing him discourse 
on “National Service in the Family,” 
a subject that is apparently occupy- 
ing considerable more attention in 
the old country than is generally
